DR. MAX NORDAU’S ADDRESS.—A PROTEST FROM 
| A “MARRANO.” 


S1r,—Your “ Notes of the Week,” in your issue of the 10th inst., suggested 

to me that the public—and may be, even, Dr. Max Nordau—might be interested 
to hear the Jewish Question discussed from the point of view of what Dr, Max — 
Nordau is pleased to call “ Marranos,” 
It may not be generally known in England that the word “ Marrano ” is the 
Spanish word for pig. In Spain and Portugal it is quite usual to hear unedu- 
cated people speak of Jews, that have adopted the religion of the countries in 
which they have found it convenient to reside, as ‘‘ Marranos,” but what is most 
unusual is, for a man of Dr. Max Nordau’s intellectual stature, to join in the 
hue and cry of a Shibboleth designed for the rabble of the two most backward 
countries in Western Europe—Spain and Portugal. | 

I give way to no one in my enthusiastic appreciation of Dr. Max Nordau’s 
great talent and exalted principles of honour and humanity, and, if a “ Marrano”’ 
may say so in the feeling of warm affection I entertain for Dr. Nordau ; but like 
the rest of those who read his Congress address, I was disappointed and even 
astonished at Dr. Nordau having consented to be referee of a subject of which 
he either knows very little or is loth to divulge much; this second alternative 
must, in the case of so highly-gifted a man, be the real clue to the anomaly, as 
one is compelled to classify. his speech at Basle. 

For the benefit of anybody unacquainted with the lexicology of the word 
Marrano may I give an epigrammatic description of the ethics of Marranism ? 
The word Marrano in the sense in which Spaniards and Portuguese apply it to 
Jews means a man that has abjured the Jewish religion. I believe, however, 
that the epithet carries with it an implication that such abjuration was dictated 
by mercenary considerations of one description or other. As it must be patent 
to the meanest capacity that the attempt the leaders of Zionism are making to 
back up the God of Abraham, Isaac and Jacob with a joint stock company implies 
an abjuration of the Jewish religion, why should people who have imitated 
Marranos to the extent of abjuring the Jewish religion cast stones at all other 
Jews who have done.so as well? 

Do the leaders of Zionism purpose to found an inquisition to inquire into 
people's motives as their Christian prototypes did of yore? 

There are three reasons—and I think only three—which prompt people to 
change or entirely give up any religion, ‘There is, in the first place, the limita- 
tion of mediocre minds that fail to realise that if there be only one God, and 
that God omniscient, whatever form our adherence to Him may take, must be 
taken by such a God as our best according to the degree of light He has vouch- 
safed us. Under these circumstances a man would change his religion under the 
impression that God shares his own limitations and that He gauges everything 
by the outward appearances on which we mortals depend for knowledge. 

Then there is the man of sordid mind unable to comprehend the transitori- 
ness of life, who sells his soul for worldly lucre with the same readiness with 
which one of our ancestors sold his birthright for a mess of lentils. | 

Thirdly, we have the junction of extremes in the great mind of a man that 
is always ready to abjure one religion for another, because to a certain extent he 
views religions from the standpoint of motive, and the qcestion is not between 
himself and the Deity, but between him and his less talented fellow creatures. 

To this third species of religionists I ascribe the brilliant leaders of Zionism, 
Drs. Herzl and Nordau. I know that Dr. Nordau modestly objects to beirg 
cilled a leader of Zionism, but with all deference to his attitude in the matter, 
[ humbly submit to him that he must, like other people, pay the penalty of 
vreatness and that he cannot express himself in public without leading, 
~ - To the man who sells his soul, his conscience, his principles, or whatever 
it may be that animates his corruptible matter, no one will grudge the epithet 
of Marrano unless it be on the ground of unfairness to the four-footed animals 
of the same species. But I think, that on further consideration, Dr. Nordau 
will agree with me that he makes-use of the expression Marrano too often, a 
little uncharitably, and injudiciously from the point of view of the cause he has 
at heart, which, I think, is unity and ey ee Jews, If I may, I would 
like to append the record of a Jew who abjured his religion and entered a 
Christian church without I think, approving more of the tenets of one than of 
the other. The following biographical paragraph is copied from the “ Diction- 
ario Bibliographico Portuguez,” third volume, by Innocencio José da Silva, 
which I once picked up accidentally at the British Museum :— 

“Dr. José Alexandre de Campos Almeida, Member of Her Majesty's Privy Council 
(Maria Segunda of Portugal), was, by decree of _the tenth of August of 1837, 
appointed Minister and Secretary of State of the Ministry for ecclesiastical affairs. He 
was * Lente Cathedratico” of Coimbra University, of which he was appointed “ Vice 
Rector ”’—Vice Chancellor—by Royal Charter of the 12th of May of 1834. He was a 
Member of Parliament in several legislatures; was a member of the Society of “ Bellag 
Artes” of Lisbon, and honorary member of the “ Sociedade pharmaceutica" of Lisbon, 

He was born, at his house at Sabugal in Portugal, on the 17th of November, 1794, and 
died at his house at Villar Torpin on the 22nd of November, 1860, In his capacity of 
Vice-Chancellor of the University of Coimbra (where he took his degree of L.D. “and 
simultaneously followed the whole course of the Faculty of Medicine without, however, 
taking the degree of M.D., as he did not intend to practice professionally as a ‘ médico,’ 
vide the Biography of Dr. José Alexandre de Campos Almeida in the ‘Revolucao de 
Setembro,” No. 2,626 of 21st December, 1850) he was entrusted with the reform of the 
University, and also with the reorganisation of general public instruction in Portugal 
and his reforms, innovations and alterations were duly converted into law by Acts of 
Parliament of the years 1834 and 1836 respectively. In 1844 the Portuguese Government 
once more reformed public instruction, and though it retained some of Dr. José 
Alexandre’s measures, did away with others.” 


All those spheres of utility, all those splendid possibilities of liberalising 
Christians and ameliorating the condition of the Jews in Portugal would have 
been denied to him had he persisted in vaunting before the public the fact that 
his ancestors, nineteen centuries, ago had a feud with the Latin races because 
they could not re about the origin and status of the most amiable and humane 
man that ever added lustre to the genus homo—Jesus Christ of Nazareth, our 
countryman and our kith and kin! | 

During the persecution of the Jews, his (Dr. Campos) ple had immi- 
grated into Portugal with assumed names, and as members of the only Church 
then allowed in the country. 

Many other members of the family contrived to be useful to their adopted 
home as judges, but to no other fell so rich a harvest of utility as to Dr. José 
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Alexandre de Campos Almeida. What his attitude towards religion was I can 
only conjecture. 

He was my father, but at the time of his death I was just one single year 
old. Iwas brought up in the Roman Catholic Church, and never knew that 
there were other churches till I was about ten years of age, when I was let into 
the secret that there was a Jewish religion, in the following extraordinary 
manner : I was suddenly told, as if a child of ten could weigh such information, 
that my father during his lifetime had directed that when I grew up I should be 
told that I was of pure Jewish origin or descent ; that the Jews considered the 
Christian doctrine false and inexcusable, whilst Christians considered the Jewish 


- religion wicked and untenable, that he had desired me to be brought up in the 


Roman Catholic Church, to shelter me from the odium called forth by the word 
“ Jewish,” and that when I could understand, I was to follow the dictates of my 
conscience, | 

My education had consisted of the piano, the “cartilha” or catechism, and 
the French language ; and with such materials at my disposal, at the mature age 


_ of ten, I had to decide for myself which of the two religions was the right one. 


For some reason or other I had never believed in the Roman Catholic faith 
and dogmas, and I decided to reserve judgment. Eventually I drifted into 
“ Agnosticism,” as expounded by Professor Huxley, but though a free thinker, 
when occasion arises, I attend any church and have no prejudice against any 
religious creed as long as it dictates égalité and fraternité. 

I almost believe that there must i something in blood, because although I 
feel for all suffering humanity, the troubles of the Jews always seem to go more 
straight to my heart, and I cling to all Jews even when they think that Christians 
have not sufficiently jeered at us, and that Jews must supplement them and call 
each other Marranos as Dr. Nordau so thoughtlessly does.

THE ZIONIST CONGRESS. 

Sir,—I only received to-day your interesting number of September 3rd, and 
read with i surprise Mr. Oswald John Simon's letter. This gentleman 
speaks of an ill from which he has never suffered, otherwise he would not write : 
Tf a Jew has the misfortune to live in an atmosphere of anti-Semitism, his 
duty is to stand his ground, to fight it if he can, and if not, to endure it till it 
dies a natural death.” Of course, living in England, moving in the best society, 
and welcomed everywhere he goes not only for his own good qualities, but also 
out of consideration to the memory of his venerated father, it is very easy for 
him to wait “till anti-Semitism dies a natural death.” But let him come to 
Algeria, and surely his opinion will be a different one after a stay of twenty-four 
hours. He will get up in the morning and ask for the daily pa r, from 
beginning to end he will read insults and calumnies on the Jews. en going 
out, he will see still remaining on every wall, posters that were stuck up during 
the last election, to this effect: ‘“ Vote for the anti-Jewish list; Jews are 
traitors ; Jews are the enemies of humanity,’ and many varieties of this kind. 
As a foreigner, he will go to the best café of the place, and have a chat with the 
waiter, who will tell him that Jews are not admitted at that café. If an Ortho- 
dox Jew, undoubtedly he will go to the Jewish restaurant , at table @hote he will 
hear the tale of a man who was a clerk toa merchant for twenty-five years, and 
was sent away because of the increase of the Jew-hatred ; of another, who had 
his establishment sacked during the recent riots, and was robbed of all he 
possessed. In going out from the restaurant, he will ask a policeman the address 
of a gentleman to whom he is recommended. When the policeman hears the 
name, he will tell him witha sign of contempt, “He is a Jew, Sir!” As the 
place will be rather far, he will go to the station to take a cab, three or four 
cabmen will offer him their services, adding, when showing a particular one, 
“Don’t take that one, Sir, it eerie to a Jew!” If he wishes to read the 
English newspapers, he will be told that these papers are only received at 
the club where Jews are not admitted, and so on, till the evening comes, when, 
weary and miserable, he will go back to the hotel. 

These are the scenes which happen in every place of Algeria, and surely in 
every place where anti-Semitism flourishes. 

All France and Algeria is following with keen interest the deliberations and 
results of the Congress, and if we are happy a to restore our nationality, 
many French Jews (wealthy as well as poor), will leave for Zion with immense 


delight,

THE LONDON HEBREW TALMUD TORAH CLASSES. 


Sir,—Kindly allow me space in your valuable paper to call attention to an 
appeal on behalf of one of our most useful charities, one in which, I doubt not, 
7 in common with all our coreligionists take the warmest interest.

e London Hebrew Talmud Torah Classes, which have been carried on 
for nearly three qoars past at 59, Brick Lane, doing an immense amount of good 
y providing religious instruction to Hebrew children. Several hundreds have 
ssed through the classes, and there are at this moment 750 attending them, 
instructed by 14 competent teachers at an expense of £18 to £20 per week. 
The present premises have been found inadequate to accommodate the large 
and increasing number of pon and the Committee have recently taken a lease 
of the above premises for bags One of the conditions of such lease is that 
we, the lessees, are to put the premises in thorough repair, and a contract has 
been entered into with Messrs, Maple and Co., Limited, to execute such repairs 
which will cost about £1,200. To meet this large outlay, and to start our 
extended sphere of usefulness free from debt, is the object of this appeal 
which my Committee most earnestly urge upon the notice of all Jews 7g par- 
ticularly those wealthy and ge 19 members of our community to 
whose generous help our various charitable institutions are so largely indebted 
feeling convinced, as we do, that nothing can so materially assist in the s read 
of Judaism as the ree fee of our young children in the knowledge 
of our holy religion provided in these classes. Appended to the appeal are the 
names of well-known gentlemen who have kindly consented to identify them- 
selves with this effort to extend and improve upon our former efforts, by 
receiving such Tp eae ovo as may be sent to them for a purpose that must 

recommend itself to all sections of the Jewish community.

OBITUARY. 


EMANUEL B. HART, NEW YORK. 


x ugust. Mr. Emanuel B. Hart died at his residence, 2111, 
On ay rales York. For many years he was President of Mount 
Mus ‘tal. and he was prominently identified with the Spanish and Portu- 
» Binal Synagogue. Mr. Hart, who was born in New York in 1809, held man 
‘tin nished public positions. In 1845, he was elected an Alderman in the Fift 
item being also re-elected. In 1851 he was elected to Congress. Under 
President Buchanan, Mr. Hart became Surveyor to the Port. From 1860 to 
ak he represented the Treasury Department abroad, in aneffort to stop under- 
sinations by importers. Mr. Hart became an Immigration Commissioner in 
es and ten years later, at the hands of Mayor Cooper, an Excise Commissioner. 
bate he re-entered the Custom House, and was in the Internal Revenue service 


when he died. 


ERNEST JAVAL, PARIS. 


The death is announced, at the age of 53, of M. Ernest Javal, Ex-Prefect of 
the Department of the Creuse, and Honorary Director of the Institute for Deaf 
Mutesin Paris. He was son of M. Léopold Javal, Deputy for Yvonne in the 
Legislative Chamber under the Empire, and brother of Dr, Javal, the distin- 
yuished oculist, who has also sat in Parliament. 


Foreign Paupers in the Whitechapel Unlon.

We extract the following from the Annual Report of the Guardians of the 
Whitechapel Union issued this week ; it will be noticed that the total number 
of Jews admitted to the Workhouse during the year did not exceed 19—the 
bulk of those relieved having had medical relief only :— 


In making their annual return to the Local Government Board, for the 
information of the Board of Trade, as to the extent to which poor law relief 
was granted in this Union to aliens (especially Russian and Polish Jews) in 
1X45, the guardians adverted to the fact that the return called for did not accord 
with the requirements of previous years ; it being apparently restricted to aliens 
“who had not acquired a settlement ina parish in England.” The Guardians 
observed that this limitation did not admit of accurate tabulation. In the 
application and report books of this Union, record is kept of the length of resi- 
dence in England of each foreigner entered therein, but, asthe Guardians 
observed, even assuming the correctness of these entries in every instance, it is 
quite impossible to say whether an alleged residence of three years has been 
such as to confer a settlement. It was therefore deemed the more convenient 
and useful arrangement _to distinguish in each column of the return between 
those resident under and those resident over three years in England, as follows :

_ Sir,—With reference to the letter from this Office of the 8th instant, [ am 
directed by the Marquess of Salisbury to inform you that Mr. Hardinge, Her 
Majesty’s Chargé d’Affaires at Tehran has reported in a telegram dated the 
9th instant that in reply to representations which he made to the Persian 
Government with regard to the treatment of the Jews at Lar, he has been in- 
formed by the Prime Minister that Seyyid Abdul Hussein has been summoned 
to Shiraz and will be expelled to Arabistan, and that the safety of the Lar Jews 
is assured. His Excellency has also given assurances to Mr. Hardinge that 
similar events shall not occur in the future. 

Mr. Hardinge adds that he has inquired with regard to the condition of the 
Jews of Fars. and has parely agg that they are quite safe.

The Jews in Russia. 


St. Petersburg, Sept. 7—The Odessa News announces that M. Faynber 
Feinberg], who is the principal agent in the scheme for the emigration o 
ussian Jews to the Argentine Republic, has just left for Paris at the instance 

of Baroness Hirsch, in order to wind up the affairs of the Emigration Commit- 
tee. Up to the present this body has been divided into two parties. The one 
desired that the scheme for sending Russian Jews to the Argentine Republic 
should be carried out, while the other, headed by M. Brodsky, a well-known 
philanthropist of Kieff, asked, on tbe contrary, that the emigration scheme 
should be dropped and that the remainder of the funds subscribed for that pur- 
ose should be applied to establishing technical schools in Russia for the Jews. 
{. Brodsky hile in Paris recently, succeeded in securing the co-operation of 
Baroness Hirsch, and professional schools will in consequence shortly be 
established in Russia within the territory allotted to the Jews for their per- 
manent residence, These schools will be worked on the lines of the one already 
existing in Odessa under the name of ‘“ Work,” and, in addition, a higher 
technical school will also be established.— Reuter, | 
The above extract from an Odessa paper does not state the facts quite 
correctly. We give in a Note of the week the accurate details. | 
St. Petersburg, Sept. 9.—The anti-Semitic movement in Russia is steadily 
spreading, and several severe blows have recently been struck at the Jewis 
community in this country. Under the new law, which defines more clearly the 
rightsof the Jews in Finland, it is estimated that fully half of the Semitic 
pulation of that country will be compelled to seek a home elsewhere. All the 
ewish compositors in St. Petersburg have been expelled from the town. When 
official permission was granted for the erection of a Medical School for Women 
here, it was observed that the rules of the institution permitted 10 per cent. of 
the students to be non-Christians. The Jews understood that this gave Jewish 
ladies the right to study there, but it was quickly explained that only Mahom- 
medan women would be allowed to take advantage of this regulation. As 
Mahommedan women are not likely to emancipate themselves sufficiently to 
undertake academical studies, it is evident that this official explanation was 
iven to show the Jews that they are considered of far less account than the 
ahommedans.—Daily News. 


Agricultural Schools in. Russia.

The Woschod, in a recent number, gave the full text of a new Ukase relating 
to the establishment of Agricultural Schools. | 

These schools are to prepare for agricultural pursuits such labourers as are 
able to handle agricultural implements, repair them, and also in case of need 
act as carpenters, cabinet-makers, smiths and locksmiths, 

Paragraph 12 of the new decree is highly important to our coreligionists in 
Russia, as all, irrespective of position or creed, may enter these schools, but a 
ded to this clause does not show this in so favourable a light, for we are 
told that such prbabingi edn as are under the control of the County Councils, Cor- 
porations, or private individuals, may, at the desire of the founders of any such 
school, or by a special order emanating from the Minister of Finance, be closed 


‘to those not professing the Christian religion. It, therefore, appears that only 


those schools, erected and endowed by the State, will be open to Jews. In the 
State institutions the Jewish pupils will receive the same rights and privileges 
as all other pupils. 
This decree would be gratifying did not the May Laws of 1882 forbid the | 
admission of Jews to such educational establishments. As the 1882 laws do 
not permit Jews to reside in rural districts, the schools situated in such parts 
cannot be attended by Jews, and Paragraph 12, as far as this is concerned, is 
uite illusory.

IN THE DAYS OF MY CHILDHOOD.

As the summer holiday wanes to its close, and the autumnal tints announce 
the advent of Selichoth, I am invariably reminded of the days of my childhood, 
The past is recalled with a vividness that no other time of year has the power to 
produce, Passover, Pentecost, Tabernacles, Chanucah, Purim, Tisho Beav—all 
these landmarks in the Jewish calendar awaken tender memories of the past. 
But there is something peculiarly reminiscent about the Penitential season 
which will shortly be upon us. Why it should be so I can scarcély explain, ex- 
cept that the weird solemnity with which these days were invested was calculated 
to make a more than usually deep impression upon the mind of a child brought 
up in the most rigid orthodoxy. ‘Days of Terror” is the Hebrew name by 
which the Penitential Season is known, and that was indeed the aspect in which 
they presented themselves to me when I was some 35 years younger than I am 
today. Of course it never occurred to me to question the literalness of what I 
was taught as to the Divine sentence on our actions being inscribed in the 
heavenly records on the New Year, and stamped with the seal of irrevocable fate 
on the Day of Atonement, with here and there an extension of time allowed 
till Hoshannah Rabbah to sinners who were not irremediably confirmed in their 
wickedness, Those were the pre-critical days when we received everything we 
were told with complete confidence. 

One reason why this season made a deeper impression upon my childhood 
than anything else, was that we were not introduced to it suddenly. Its serious- 
ness had to be prepared for by a series of carefully-graduated solemnities, and 
we learnt as children to watch for all these signs and portents with a hushed 
expectancy, Ican remember that the first Friday night in Ellul would bring 
us the earliest indication of the approaching season.

Then there was the day on which 
my own father was invited to conduct the service, when we would be standing 
outside the Schul doors, waiting for them to be opened, M73 N5t was, of 
course, a red-letter morning, when we had to rise so early that we scarcely dared 
to go to bed. Anaged member of our congregation, a man of great piety and 
learning, acted as 775M 23 on this occasion, I did not like his singing at all ; 
it always seemed to me as if he tried to produce the high notes by shutting one 
eye and whistling through his teeth. But I knew he was chosen for other 
qualities than his vocal powers, and I was fairly edified. 

Is it any wonder that, with so much solemn preparation for the Ten Days 
of Penitence, when at length they arrived we were all completely in harmony 
with their sublimities of terror?

As for the Neginah in which the Law was intoned on the 
following morning, I thought it and I think it still, the most touching strain to 
which I had ever listened. What a poetic soul the inventor of this melody 
must have possessed !

Then there was the 7797 with which the morning service proper com- 
menced. Who could willingly have been too late for this?) And yet it was sur- 
passed in effectiveness by the fine opening of the Amidah, with O%N 73273! as a 
piece de résistance, and other portions of NN’ such as 117) 17, and the taking 
out of the Scrolls.

from his instrument. Both men came from Holland, 

On one occasion I remember a great innovation, which I looked upon almost 
as a sacrilege, being introduced into the service, in the shape of a sermon. The 
Rev. George Emanuel, of Birmingham, then a youth with ministerial aspirations, 
and a regular attendant at the Hambro’ Synagogue, obtained his first hearing 
before a congregation one New Year morning some thirty-five years ago. I 
know the sermon contained the familiar simile of the merchant taking stock of 
his goods, and balancing up his ledger once a year, and that is about all I remem- 
ber of it, except that I recollect the congregation being pleased. They 
prophesied good things of the youthful speaker, which have long since been 
abundantly verified. | 

The Tashlich on the first or second day of 72¥7 WN, was a regular 
recurrence which I call to mind distinctly. As we lived in the City in those 
days, we, of course, made for the Custom House Quay or other point on the 
river bank in the neighbourhood of Tower Hill. We did not take a Siddur 
with us, as we saw many other people do. I suppose my father knew the

Oh, the dear old times, when the synagogue 
loomed so large in our little lives ; when the weeks and the days were crowded 
with interests that fired our imaginations with religious enthusiasms ! Why 
can they not come back? Why do we look upon everything now with such 
different eyes? Would that, in this respect at least, we could be children

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The Jewish Colonies in New Jersey. 

The following concerning the Jewish Colonies in Southern New Jersey is 

from the Philadelphia Public Ledger :— 
Alliance Colony. 

The pioneer — of Southern New Jersey is located at Alliance, about 
forty-three miles south of Philadelphia, and a few miles west of Vineland. 
Here, in 1882, forty-three families, hailing from cities in the south of Russia, 


were brought by the Hebrew Emigrant Aid Society and lodged in three penge 
buildings which had been erected for the temporary use of the farmers. The 


groufid was divided into lots of fifteen acres for each family, and leased to 


settlers for terms of ten years, Cigar and shirt factories were subsequently 
erected on the land. The colonists suffered many hardships, and at different 
times the Jews of Philadelphia were called upon to come to their relief, and 


employment, clothing and food had to be provided. In July, 1888, a synagogue, 


Eben Ha’ Ezer, was erected, for which purposes many liberal donations were 
made, In October, 1889, eighty farmers of the Alliance Colony became citizens 
of the United States, | 

When a visit was paid to this and other colonies a few days ago the con- 
dition of the settlers at Alliance was found to be anything but encouraging. 
Many of the farmers had given up their farms and had gone to the cities, where the 
have found employment in the sweat shops. There are many empty houses an 
desolated gardens, The failure of this colony is ascribed to the fact that: the 
original apportionment of the land into fifteen-acre farms did not prove 
adequate for the maintenance of the constantly increasing families. This 
increase in the size of the families necessitated the erection of larger houses, 
which were put up by building associations, payments to which were rendered 
uncertain and impossible by the absence of any permanent industries in the 
colony, and by the poor crops and low prices which prevailed during recent 
years. The inability to meet their financial obligations involved the forfeiture 
of many of the settlers’ possessions to the building associations and the conse- 
quent decline of the colony. There are still quite a number of Jewish farmers 
left in the place, however. Many of these are hopeful of better times, and it is 
quite probable that Alliance will yet emerge from its present state of depression. 

Rosenhayn Colony. | 

Another colony, which was established in 1882, is located in Rosenhayn, 
about five miles north-east of Bridgeton. This colony was originally composed 
of a small number of Russian Jewish Families, Some of these, owing to the 
hardships which attended their efforts at the start, soon abandoned the place. 

In 1888, about thirty families joined the few colonists who had remained at 
Rosenhayn, pledging themselves to cultivate a certain portion of their land, and 
to erect dwellings within a specified period. The area of this Jewish settlement 
is 1,912 acres, There is a post office, a railroad station, a public school, and a 
drug store. Although at times the labours of the settlers met with a fair degree 
of success, the status of the colony has noticeably declined in the past year or 
two. Many ofthe farm houses are now deserted. About half of the Jewish 
settlers of Rosenhayn have taken up peddling, and are scattered throughout the 
country. Some of the others, finding that that they could not make a living in 
rime or priphater in the colony, found work on other farms. Still, here and 
there throughout the place, quite a number of Jewish farmers are to be found 
on their own farms, contentedly following their occupation, in poorly constructed 
houses, on which the blight of building association obligations has not fallen. 

Carmel Colony. 

Carmel, located some distance further south than either Alliance or Rosen- 
hayn, has been, and, though also somewhat nepepulated of late years by 
conditions similar to those above described, is still the largest and most important 
of the three settlements. Here—due, doubtless, to the industry of the settlers 
in other lines than farming—the impression made upon the visitor is much 
more favourable than that made by the others. Carmel was settled in 1882 by 
a group of seventeen Russian Jewish immigrants, under the advice and 
encouragement of the late Michael Heilprin, whose interest in these poor 
refugees manifested itself in many forms of philanthropic assistance. The 
colony covers an area of 864 acres. A synagogue, post office, library and school- 
house were erected. A large number of the children attend the school. The 
colonists raise corn, rye, buckwheat, vegetables and berries, and have, in 
addition to supplying their own needs, been frequently enabled to market a 

rtion of their product. Some seven or on, my years ago the plight of the 
Jarmel colonists being reported as particularly desperate, seacial efforts were 


made by Judge Mayer Sulzberger and the late Simon Muhr to arrange for their 


relief, A contribution of 5,000 dollars was made by Baron de Hirsch, the money 
being distributed among the colonists by the Rev. Dr. 8S. Morais, for the pur- 
chase of land and for other necessary objects. This money gave a remarkable 
impetus to the colony. About 1,500 additional acres of land were purchased by 
the settlers, and a number of neat and comfortable houses were erected. The 
colonists were fairly prosperous, and, when the Johnstone flocd occurred, 
contributed liberally toward the relief of the sufferers. 
he present population of Carmel includes ninety-eight families. Twenty 
of these cultivate their farms. The others have employment in a large shirt 
factory located at the place. The farmers produce enough milk, butter, eggs 
and vegetables to supply the entire settlement. A few of the farms are in a 
flourishing condition. One Jewish farmer, who some years ago invested 30,000 
ollars in a farm, has one of the finest farms in the southern part of the. 
State, and works on the a himself, He has fifty cows, and supplies Millville 
with 1,500 quarts of milk daily. . 

In all three of these settlements the immigrants have manifested a decided 
tendency toward proficiency in agricultural occupations. Where circumstances 
permitted, ye I became expert and successful tillers of the soil. The immediate 
need of the colonists is the establishment of additional industries, such as shoe 


and shirt factories. 


Woodbine Colony. 

In connection with a description of Jewish colonies of New Jersey, a few 
words should be said of the Baron de Hirsch colony at Woodbine. This colony 
is under the immediate charge of the trustees in this country of the Baron 
de Hirsch Fund, and is a successful and prosperous experiment. A visit paid to 
the colony at Woodbine a few weeks ago revealed the fact that the colonists 
were in a flourishing condition. Both the necenisares and commercial industries 
of the place are thriving. There are now 1,200 colonists at Woodbine, an increase 
of about 500 within a year. The indications are that the farms will yield 
exceptionally large crops, and there is a possibility that several large industries 
will be established in addition to those now in successful operation.

As for our great Jewish institutions, there is an ill-suppressed murmur of 
complaint that all are not conducted on strictly Jewish lines in domestic arrange- 
meats, even though they are for the benefit of the poor, most of whom “ love 
the old paths,” One institution somewhat recently made its boy-inmates remove 
caps during worship. The President's excuse to the writer was that boys often 
changed caps and so conveyed scalp diseases, A few months afterwards there 
was, strangely enough, quite an outbreak of just such disease, Another 
institution used to ask the ministers to address the boys once a week. Now, 
their she influence is rejected. 

Our Training School for nurses does not pretend to keep dietary laws. 
All our institutions sadly need funds. As your regular correspondent noted, 
an examination discovered that their supporters are shamefully few compared 
with what they should be. Must we come to the conclusion that with the decay 
of reverence, came decay of consciousness of communal responsibility? This 
would be untrue. For the Orthodox who undoubtedly do respect Jewish Lore 
and Law, have two Jewish Hospitals, a Hebrew Free School or Talmud 
Torah, but these also want funds. ; | 

_On the other hand it is the Reformed temples or synagogues which are most 
active in sisterhood work, or work by Latin of the congregation among 
and for the poor. And on the other hand, it is some of the Reform 
ministers who are opposed to the irreverent tearing down of reverence for 
Jewish lore and who regret the want of reverence for the law. And it is 
ladies of the Reformed Synagogues who originated the National Council of 
Jewish Women, though naturally,“ Orthodox,” ladies at once helped.

And curiously enough, 
the opponents of the Council of Jewish Women have been Reform Jewish 
ministers, and among its most vehement champions have been their Orthodox

decided upon—and this was done many months ago, as already reported by 
us—is to suspend further emigration to the Argentine until the existence of 
the Colonies now in operation has been assured and consolidated. The 
wisdom of this course will be appreciated by all who understand 
the difficulties that have to be grappled with in the work of Colon- 
isation. But having determined to stop for a time emigration 
from Russia, the Council of the Association have on the other hand 
resolved on aiding the Jews in Russia itself by promoting indus- 
trial and agricultural pursuits, thus paving the way for sending out future 
colonists, fully equipped with knowledge to carry on their respective callings 
and saving them from many of the hardships their predecessors have endured. 
As far back‘as March 12th we announced that the Council of Administration 
had voted 50,000 roubles to the Society Trnd in Odessa—one of the most 
admirably managed and successful Schools for the Teaching of Handicrafts in 
the world—and 75,000 roubles for the establishment of an Agricultural 
School for the Jewish Colonies in the Government of Kherson. Should these 
experimental grants achieve the desired results, there can be no doubt that the 
operations of the Association in Russia will be considerably extended. 
We may add that no action of any importance has recently been taken by the 
Colonisation Association ; the sittings of the Council of Administration 
having been suspended for some time owing to the summer vacation, to be 

resumed in the course of the ensuing month. | | | 


The after-glow of the Basle Congress is not, it must be 
admitted, particularly brilliant. The meeting held at the 
Jewish Working Men’s Club on Sunday was distinguished 
chiefly for the personalities in which some of the speakers 
indulged. Zionism is, we believe, stronger than its own advocates would make 
it appear from the weakness of their attitude. On the other hand, the sermon of the 
Rev. G.J. Emanuel, at Birmingham, will find a hearty welcome because of its com- 
bined strength and moderation. ‘‘ We must increase our virtues’; this, in Mr. 
Emanuel’s terse phrase, is the real answer to anti-Semitism. But the remarks 
of M. Zadoe Kahn, Grand Rabbin of France, which will also be found in our 
present issue, are perhaps the most momentous that have yet been uttered in 
opposition to modern Zionism. M. Zadoc Kahn is perfectly frank and out- 
spoken, and though the religious difficulties which he sees in the way of 
founding a Jewish State have occurred to many others, he has been the first 
to find the courage to say what others have refrained from more than hinting. 
It is very pleasant to note the generous personal eulogy which the 
Rabbi pronounced in honour of Dr. Herzl. Cannot the Zionists 
return the compliment and desist from personal abuse of their opponents ? 
Nothing would be lost by courtesy. But the amenities of controversy are | 
not needed to produce some excellent results from the meeting at Basle, 
unpractical though it was. The effects of this fierce light on the Jews 
must be to urge the sons of Israel to set their house in order, It is obvious 
that the Jews enjoy a considerable amount of European sympathy, but they 
must rouse themselves to,deserve it. ‘* We must increase our virtues.” Mr. 
Emanuel has spoken well. | 


Zionism. 


The ceremony of re-opening the New Synagogue, Great 
St. Helen’s—probably the handsomest interior of any 
Jewish place of worship in [England—alforded the Chief 
Rabbi an opportunity for introducing into his earnest ad- 
dress on the occasion a glance at the past history of the synagogue. He gave 
the date of the original foundation of the congregation as 1757, though in the 
Bye Laws of the United Synagogue and other records it is given as 1760, but 
in the Laws of the New Synagogue itself, printed in 1851, the date is given 
as 1762. The actual words are: “The congregation shall continue to be 
named mvann non ma pep ‘New Synagogue,’ as founded in the year 
AM. 5522, corresponding with the year 1762.” Picciotto also 
says: “In June, 1762. the first stone of the New Synagogue was laid with 
great ceremony at Bucklers Hall.” But the congregation must have been 
formed earlier, for he mentions that at a meeting held at the Great Synagogue 
on the 19th August, 1761, the following resolution was passed :— 

Whereas certain persons unworthy of our countenance and protection have formed 
themselves into a society calling themselves a congregation at Buekler's Hall; wedo - 
hereby strictly charge our priest, now and hereafter, that he does not directly or indirectly, 
or other in his name or with his knowledge or permission, officiate either publicly or 
privately in the service of marriages, burials, circumcisions, or other acts of priesthood, 
for any person whatever belonging to the said society. And to prevent any person from 
unwarily joining with that society, we order that this resolution be read publicly two 
Sabbaths successively in our synagogue, that none may plead ignorance thereof. 
Thecongregation first worshipped on the site of the Bricklayers Hallin Leadenhall 
Street, and we reproduce in another column an old print of the entrance to the 
synagogue on the portals of which are depicted symbols of the bricklayer’s craft. 
The name of this hall is variously given by different authorities, Dr. Adler 
in his sermon on Sunday styled it “ Builders’ Hall,” whereas in his paper on 
“The Chief Rabbis of England”—when referring to the Rev. Moses Myers, the 
Rav of the New Synagogue—hecorrectly calls it “‘ Bricklayers’ Hall,” whilst 
Picciotto gives it the strange title of ‘ Bucklers Hall.” n referring to City 
records we find that it was undoubtedly the Bricklayers’ Hall. Maitland (3rd 
Edition) in 1760 and even London Directories of 1763 and 1765 still describe 
the place as Bricklayers’ Hall, but the description was nodoubt, in each instance, 
allowed to stand uncorrected through carelessness. The Annual Register 
under date of July 28th, 1798, gave a quaint, and we fear not very accurate 
description of a reconsecration service, after renovation, at “The Jewish 
Synagogue in Leadenhall Street.” The site in Leadenhall Street was after- 
wards occupied by the Jewish Literary Institution, known as Sussex Hall, 
and subsequently by the City of London College, now removed to Finsbury. 
The handsome structure in Great St. Helen’s was erected in 1837-8 from

‘the designs of Davies and was consecrated by the Rev. Solomon Herschel 


on September 13th, 1838, exactly 59 years previously to the ceremony on 
Sunday last. There was an important consecration service also on 
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September 6th, 1855, the building having been almost destroyed by fire 
seven months previously. 


The personal element in the New Synagogue has been 
Pe Et = scarcely less interesting than that of the Great Synagogue. 
Element, mong its Honorary Officers and Committee in 1851 we 


find such well-known names as those of Alderman David 
Salomons and his brother Philip Salomons, Moses Levy, Louis Lucas, 
Jonas Defries, Lewis Raphael, Lawrence Levy, Alexander Levy. E. I. 
Sydney, and others. Most of these names are but a memory, though 
one of the Managers of half a century ago—Mr. Alexander Levy— 
had the privilege of carrying a Sepher at the service on Sunday, and several 


of the sons of others are among the most active and zealous of present-day - 


communal workers. In this connection we may mention that Mr. Algernon 
E. Sydney, when but a lad, served his first “apprenticeship” in the 
service of the community as Honorary Secretary cf the New Synagogue. 
The congregation has passed through many Vicissitudes during its somewhat 
chequered career, but probably it has had no more critical period than during 
the last decade, for its very existence has been threatened. There are a few 
of our most earnest communal workers who regard the further continuance of 


~ the New Synagogue in its present situation as an anachronism, for scarcely a 


score of its members live within a mile of Great St. Helen’s. The site is 
valued at no less than £70,000, and it is considered that such a capital sum 
would remove all financial difficulties in the way of many desirable communal 
improvements, chief among which is the much-debated East End Scheme. 
The synagogue itself could be re-erected in a district where it is more needed. 
But the present Executive have displayed so much energy in infusing vitality 
into the threatened congregation that thoughts of removing the synagogue 
have been banished, for the time at least. The hint of the Chief Rabbi, 
regarding the definite election of a minister, will no doubt be taken. The 
present temporary arrangement scarcely tends to the dignity of the 
synagogue. |

He quoted, approvingly, 
the saying of the prophet that the situation of Paradise lay at the feet of our 
mothers. We have heard a good deal lately about Jewish proselytism. Could 
not we Jews do some of the work of Islam in the East? There would be no 
need to offer an attenuated Judaism. There would be a wide field for self- 
sacrifice and enthusiasm. 


The Temps in an article on the Oriental Congress, in com- 
M be hho Md q menting on a speech of the President of the Municipal 
Tol rac Dal Council of Paris, notices that the study of Oriental Civilisa- 
tions shows that the great problems which the world has to 
solve are the same now as they were many thousand years ago, and that 
human progress in all fundamental matters is necessarily very 
slow. It, therefore, inculeates the necessity for all men learning 
three lessons of vital importance—patience, modesty and toler- 
ance. We Jews whose hope is that one day the world may be 
deeply and universally affected by our teachings must not despair because the 
appearances of progress seem against us, or that, at most, we move but at a 
snail's pace. The Hotel de Ville at Paris was illuminated when it received 
the members of the Oriental Congress with the arms of the city and the 
motto “ Fluctuat nec mergitur,” and we must learn, in all the ebbing and 
flowing of our tide, Patience, Modesty and Tolerance. 


There is much that deserves attention in the pessimistic 
account of American Judaism which we publish this week, 
from an occasional correspondent in New York.

In traditional Judaism morality is the chief and sublimest end aimed at. To 
lament the importance attached by American Rabbis to the call of a moral life 
is disloyal to the Talmud, is disloyal to the Bible. The real service of reform in 
Judaism has been the re-awakening of the Jewish conscience to the essential 
truth that ceremony and ritual are means to an end, not ends in themselves. 
That the ends cannot be attained without the means is true enough, however. 
If American Judaism, as even our pessimistic correspondent admits, has 
seized on the fundamental meaning of Religion, who can doubt that 
traditionalism will sooner or later win its own again, and will be recognised 
at its own worth as a strong aid to righteous conduct? Still less do we 
appreciate our correspondent’s eulogy of: England at the expense of America.

The sacred festivals which we are approaching might not 
inaptly be styled the ‘‘ Temporary Seat Season,” for the 
Seats. letting of temporary seats constitutes a regular feature of 

the work which devolves upon synagogue officials at this

‘time of year. A considerable number of people in all classes of life avail 


themselves of the temporary seat system to discharge their religious duties 
once a year at the least possible cost and trouble to themselves. They take 
‘a guinea seat over the holidays,” and are well satisfied with the “ semi- 
detached ” relationship which they thus establish between themselves and the 
synagogue. It scarcely needs to be pointed out that such action is an abuse 
of a system which was originally intended to serve a different object, 
Temporary seats originated in a desire to meet the convenience of heads 
of families who required additional accommodation for their sons and 
daughters on days when their place of worship was crowded. At the same 
time, foreign or provincial visitors to a town, who happened to be sojourning 
over the festivals, might require the use of a temporary seat, being regular 
seatholders at home. And these are the only two classes for whom special 
arrangements need to be made at this time of the year. In all other cases, 


the regular terms of membership should be insisted upon. We do not mean 


by this that a free sitting should be refused to anyone who may plead that his 
circumstances do not permit of his joining a congregation ; we should be 
the last to suggest the exclusion of the poor from our places of worship. But 
what strikes members of synagogues as unfair is that a stranger often occupies 
one of the best seats for a guinea, while those who pay their four or five 
pounds a year are relegated to uncomfortable places by the door. 
The present system is unfair to members in another way, by taking away seats 
from their own children, who surely have a prior claim on any extra accom 
modation that the synagogue may afford. We fear that too little attention I¢ 
given by congregations to the important question of providing suitable 
accommodation for the children of members. The Great Synagogue 
provided a Special Children’s Service in the Hall, which has proved #% 
unqualified success. But not every congregation is in the position to m% 
such arrangements, and many a parent prefers that his children shall worship 
by his side. We shall be told, perhaps, that the amount of money wbich 
the sale of temporary seats to non-members brings into the exchequét * 
not to be despised, so that officials are loth to sacrifice what may be 
depended upon as a regular source of revenue. . Admitting 
force of this consideration, we nevertheless think that synagogues ¥°° 
financially benefit in the long run by putting a stop to the system, vied 
the moral and religious advantages would be immense. Many unattac on 
persons would be induced to take up their membership when they foaad ‘ 
they could not obtain a seat on any other terms. When the distin’ on 
which formerly obtained between privileged members and ordinary *? 
holders was abolished, it was with the idea that people would be encour 
in large numbers to avail themselves of the modern facilities of membersi)y" 
As the Annual Reports of the United Synagogue show, this hope has 

been realised up to the present.

Jewish Colonies in Essex. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The land sales in that beautiful part of Essex, near Southend, still 
continue to excite the greatest interest amongst East End Jews, Notwith- 
standing the financial risks that might attend the purchases, as pointed out in 
last week's Jewish Chronicle, a very large number of Jews living in Spitalfields 
and Whitechapel went down again to Benfleet on Wednesday and eagerly — 
bought plots, all the more so as the prices were much lower, a fair 
sized piece of land being acquired for about £18. In reference to the vexed 
tithes question, the Solicitor having charge of the estate, Mr. J. Durant, 
stated that although the tithes were not redeemed, the new owners need entertain 
no fears as the tithes were, and would continue to be, paid by Mr. Varty, who 
would collect the money from the owners. Should, however, any difficulties 
arise, Mr. Durant undertook to carry out the legal conduct of any proceedings 
in defence of the interests of the purchasers of the land. Nevertheless, it 
would be well if intending purchasers would acquaint themselves with the facts 
and ascertain, before buying any land, their position in case of any dispute 
hereafter. As regards the road-making, it is only fair to state that the vendor 
has made it perfectly clear that the purchaser has to pay 2s. per foot 
frontage, which includes road making and paving. It is perfectly correct that 
the Southend Water Company have a right to demand a guarantee of 4 per cent. 
upon their capital outlay before laying down their pipes, but they are also 
compelled by the same Act to supply water to the district, and a well is now 
being sunk on the estate. These are matters which every purchaser or intend- 
ing purchaser ought to enquire into minutely, and it is certainly advisable that 
they should not be too hasty. Benfleet, it appears, is not the only place where 
et a Jews have acquired land, as large plots have been bought in 
ayleigh. 


Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter. 


Last Sunday a meeting of the Committee of the Poor Jews’ Temporar 
Shelter was held at the Institution, 84, Leman Street; Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, 
President, in the chair. | 

The greater part of the time of the meeting was devoted to the considera- 


tion of a vrivate matter, 


The sboport of the Executive Committee for the past two months was 
presented. It stated that during July and August 682 inmates among a 
the Institution, as against 859 in the corresponding months of last vear. The 
ages varied between 2 and 61 years; 371 were married and 311 single ; 
560 followed an occupation, 122 knew no trade ; 10,156 meals were distributed, 
501 being on account of the Sabbath Meals’ Society. The income during the 
two months amounted to £240, and the expenditure to £150, 

The CHAIRMAN said it had always been the custom to give the inmates of 
the Shelter two meals a day—a substantial breakfast in the morning and a good 
dinner about three o'clock in the afternoon. He considered that two meals a day 
were not sufficient, and therefore proposed that in future another meal, consisting 
of a third of a loaf of bread and a mug of tea should be given in the evening. 

The proposal was unanimously adopted. 

Some correspondence was read from the Rev. B. Spiers relating to an 
allegation that a man had been refused admission to the Shelter because he 
belonged to the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, 
| The CHAIRMAN stated that there had been a misunderstanding. Admission 
to the Shelter was never refused to anyone who was entitled to admission, no 
matter to what community he belonged. On the contrary, they prided them- 
selves on the fact that Christians who had arrived in this country without a 
knowledge of English, and who sought admission to the Shelter, had been 
received. No distinction had ever been made at the Shelter between Portu- 

uese Jews and those belonging to other congregations, or in fact between any 
deserving applicant, whatever his nationality or religion might be. 

The CHAIRMAN stated that they would shortly have to acquire more suitable 
premises for the Shelter, and a plot of about 6,000 feet of ground would be 
required for the purpose.

AUSTRALIA, 


An amusing incident occurred in connection with the annual meeting of the 
Melbourne Jewish Aid Society, the report of which was referred to in our last 
issue. The attendance fell short of one for purposes of a quorum, and the 
meeting would consequently have been adjourned but for the action of the 
President, Mr. P, Blasbki. A little grandson of his, three and a-half years old, 

happened to be in the room ; and Mr. Blashki constituted him a member of the 
Society by paying five guineas. A quorum was thus obtained, and the business 
proceeded with. Mr. Blashki was re-elected President. ’ 

Plympton (otherwise East Fremantle), Western Australia, has been con- 
verted into a Municipality.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Franz Pulsky, the celebrated philologist, Honorary Member of the 


Hungarian Academy, and General Inspector of the Hungarian National 
Museum, died in Buda-Pesth on the 9th inst. The deceased was not a Jew, but a 
thorough philo-Semite. Herr Pulsky took an important part in the Revolution 
of 1848-1849, and on the occasion of the notorious anti-Jewish excesses in 
Stuhlweissenburg, he saved the lives of many Jews. 

In commemoration of the Hungarian Millennium, the Jewish community of 
Debreczin decided to erect a new place of worship, which was consecrated on 
the 8th inst. The total cost of the building, which is a beautiful structure, is 
200,009 florins. At the ceremony there were present Bishop Aron Kiss, who 
attended in his canonicals, and other clergymen, the Council of Professors of 
the University, the Burgomaster, the whole of the Municipal Council, and the 
Reichstag Deputies.

GERMANY. 

The German Emperor has decorated Dr. Mendel Hirsch, son of the late 
Rabbis, R. Hirsch, of Frankfort-on-the-Maine, and Director of the Jewish 
Realschule there, with the Order of the Red Eagle, Third Class. 

On the 2nd inst., the Emperor and Empress of Germany, accompanied by 
the Prince Regent of Bavaria, paid a visit to the synagogue in Nuremberg, 
where they remained for over a quarter 6f an hour. Kabbiner Dr. Ziemlic 


and the Committee received their illustrious visitors at the doors of the syna- 


yogue, and the Rabbi recited the customary blessing, which, at the desire of 
their Majesties, was translated into German. Whilst the blessing was said the 
Emperor and the Prince Regent covered their heads, as the latter remarked it 
was usual amongst Jews todo so. They inspected the place of worship with 
evident interest, and William II, asked for detailed explanations, especially 
when the Scrolls of the Law were shown to him. At their departure, the 
Imperial party graciously shook hands with Dr. Ziemlich, and the Emperor 
remarked that he remembered, as a Prince, visiting the Altneuschul of 
Prague, whereupon the Prince Regent said that the Jewish Cemetery in that 
city was also a sight worth seeing. 

Rabbi Singer, of Coblentz, and Rabbi Dr, Frank, of Cologne, were invited 
to be present at the unveiling of the Provincial Monument of William I. 
Amongst those decorated by the Emperor, are Medizinalrath Dr. Unger, 
Professor at the University of Bonn, who received the Adler Order Class iv’ 


Messrs. Beer, banker of Essen, and Coppel of Solingen, were honoured with the 
title of Commerzienrath.

THE ORIENTAL CONGRESS. 


| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Good work was done in the various Sections of the Oriental Congress which 
met at Paris during the week ending on Saturday last. A brief report of the 
opening proceedings on the Monday appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of the 
10th inst. On Tuesday, the 7th inst., papers of more or less interest were read 
and discussed in the seven Sections. Inthe Semitic Section, Professor Guidi, 
Delegate of the Italian Government, presided, and the Abbé Chabot, of Paris, 
was most ancietatige nie as its Hon. Secretary. Among others, papers were read 
by Dr. David H. Miiller, of Vienna, one having reference to the illuminated 
Hagadah which Dr, Miiller is about to publish.. A discussion followed, in which 
Dr. Ginsburg and M. Mayer-Lambert took part, as to the relation between 
miniatures in Hebrew and Christian manuscripts. Mr. E, Nestle’s “ Contribu- 
tion to the History of the Hebrew Alphabet (Schin and Sin)” was read by 
Professor Kautsch. | 

In the Section devoted to rig tay a lively discussion arose from 
the statement that no basis existed for fixing a precise date for inscriptions 
considered to be very ancient. This view was defended by Professors Haupt, 
Hommel and Oppert, while MM, Haltvy and Alfred Jeremias ranged themselves 
on the opposite side. Pe 

Several important communications were brought forward and discussed on 
Wednesday the 8th, before a very large gathering, which included such eminent 
scholars as Professors Mgr. Lamy of Louvain, Mgr. Grattin, Kautsch, Berger, 
Glaser, Duval, Budde, Margoliouth and Cowley of Oxford, Socin, Schechter 
and many others. Among the papers read was one by Dr. M. Jastrow of 
Philadelphia, on “the Original Character of the Sabbath among the Hebrews,’’ 
in which he propounded the view that the idea of the Sabbath was one of 
propitiation rather than of rest. a 

he interest of Thursday centred ‘in the discussions on the favourite theme 
of Ecclesiasticus, Professors Halévy, Miiller and Margoliouth taking part. 
Professor Miiller spoke also on the Song of Deborah and its artistic construc- 
tion. The meeting on this occasion unanimously re-adopted a resolution passed 
at the Seventh Congress, viz. :—that the time had arrived for the issue of a 
critical edition of the Talmud. : 

On Friday last, the Chair was given up to Professor Kautsch of Halle, one 
of the delegates. The Abbé Chabot moved that the paper by the Rev. Her- 
mann Gollancz of London, take precedence, and Mr. Gollancz accordingly read 
his paper entitled, “A Selection of Charms from Syriac MSS,” After some 
introductory remarks, Mr. Gollancz gave specimens of Charms contained in two 
Syriac manuscripts in his possession, which he intended shortly to edit with an 
English translation.

THE GRAND RABBINS OF FRANCE AND PARIS ON THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


M. Zadoc Kahn, Grand Rabbin of France, has been interviewed on the 
subject of the Zionist Movement. Of Dr. Herzl personally he speaks in the 
highest terms. ‘“ He is assuredly a character. Learned and enthusiastic, I will 
not say illumined, this man of faith is also a man of action. He is an apostle, 
but an apostle doctor of political economy. I know he occupies a distinguished 
place in the Austrian Press, and that he has excellent relations in the highest 
political spheres. 
ideas.” 3 

Dr. Herzl’s pamphlet was next discussed. 

“This brochure is of attractive reading, but I have reproached its author 
with regarding too tragically the anti-Semitic campaign. For him, common 
sense and right are irrevocably lost. I know the work was written in Vienna ; 


but nevertheless I do not subscribe to this pessimism. What need is there to. 


trace the plan of organisation of a new State even to its most petty details? 


_ Everything, even the colour of the future flag, has been fixed on paper. Such 


minute precision, when dealing with a State yet to be born, makes one smile. 
Dr. Herz] resembles a couple who, in expectation of having a child, determine 
beforehand the slightest episodes of its existence.” — oe 

Zionism, in the Grand Rabbin’s view, dates from the destruction of the 
Temple by Titus, but contemporary Zionism had its origin fifteen years ago in 
the outrages committed on the Jews in Russia, which led to the formation of 
societies for settling Jews in Palestine. Asked his opinion whether Dr. Herzl's 
projects could possibly be realised, the Grand Rabbin replied : “ The difficulties 
are immense, To begin with, it is not proposed to re-assemble all the Jews in 
Palestine. This is materially impossible ; since—despite the unity of belief, of 
souvenirs, despite common sufferings which created a powerful solidarity—to 
attempt to group together English, French, German, and Russian Jews, &c., &c., 
well, this would be recommencing the Tower of Babel. So there would only 
be a question at first of forming a certain nucleus, a homogeneous group of Jews 
coming from Slay countries, who might be fused with but little difficulty. Other 
elements would join gradually. Thus,a new State would be formed in Pales- 
tine, rendered independent by the will of the Sultan, and under nominal 
Suzerainty. Let us admit that Turkey’s assent would be forthcoming ; but 
what would the Christian Powers say, and how would they be induced to 
abandon the holy places?) The Zionists rely on persuasion. It may be. But 
then there is the financial question. How is the immense capital, which is 
declared indispensable, to be raised? The Congress at Basle has decided to 
create a fund which shall not be touched until it reaches 250 millions of francs. 
And 7 the same time, the leaders of Zionism deride Jewish financiers, and 
capitalists,” 


On the religious aspects of the question should the Jewish State be formed, 


M. Zadoc Kahn was very emphatic. 

“T can conceive its existence from the religious standpoint with great 
difficulty. This isa problem insolvable for me according to natural laws. To- 
day, wherever there are Jews, the law of the land is their law, for everything 
which is unconnected with religious beliefs and practices. But if the State were 
a Jewish State? The religious law would then recover its rights, and would 
carry with it all its consequences. The Jewish religious law embraced every 
detail of life, religious, politic, civil and criminal affairs, and regulated all 
relations between man and man as between man and God. Would such a 
régime be re-established ? Would we return to the sovereign, exclusive domina- 
tion of the Law of Moses and of the rabbinical code? The Jews suffered too 
much in the Middle Ages from the confusion of the religious with the 
civil law; they perceive too well the necessity for the separation of the 
two powers, religious and civil, ever to wish their amalgamation. And if 
there be a separation, how would the two powers, civil and religious, operate ? 
Which will produce and take the lead over the other? Ido not believe that Dr. 
Herzl and his disciples would for an instant accept the idea of a despotic 


theocracy. ‘They are too well acquainted with the fruits of intolerance not to > 


inscribe on the forefront of their constitution the law of tolerance. And they 
would be right, for there are Jews who observe all the religious prescriptions, 
and others who take it very easy in this respect. But if none of its laws, 
neither civil. penal, political nor religious, are Jewish, why should the new State 
be called a Jewish State?” 


After dwelling on the fidelity of French Jews to their fatherland, M. Zadoc 


Kahn concluded : 


“Their sympathy, now awakened, is assured to the Zionists. To ridicule 
or condemn a project, when this project carries with it hope, and thus consola- 
tion to thousands of coreligionists who are molested in their quality as Jews, 
this the French Jews have not the right to do. But they have the right to 
ask Dr. Herzl and his adherents to be less severe on Jews who have no wish to 
go either to Jerusalem or to Basle. 

_M. Dreyfus, Grand Rabbin of Paris, has also been interviewed, and has 
expressed himself as follows on the movement :— 

“To reconstruct the Kingdom of Judah! What does this signify? With- 
out doubt, we orthodox Jews remain faithful to the Messianic idea ; we believe 
in the coming of the Messiah to whom people of all religions will rally, of the 
Messiah, founder of a Universal Empire, in which all countries will be 
fraternally fused and where eternal peace will reign. That the Kingdom of 
Israel, having become the Spiritual Centre of the pacified world, will then be 
reconstituted, we admit. But what connection is there between this religious 
ideal and the project of Dr. Herzl and his friends? We approve of Jewish 


charity assuring in Palestine or South America vast refuges for persecuted 


Jews, or generally for those whom the law (as in Russia or in Roumania) places 
outside common rights. But what ground is there at present for foceeenng a 
disappeared nationality, to re-establish a fatherland for people who, for 
centuries in France, England, Italy and Germany, have a fatherland, where the 
law protects them, and where the most sacred interests retain them? The 
Kingdom of Israel reconstituted! How? With the ‘consent and support of 
what Government? And this reconstitution effected, what group of men will 
have the power and the art of guiding it well? Who will assume the responsi- 
bility and the charges’ Pure Utopia!” 


THE CHIEF RABBI OF BUDA-PESTH ON THE MOVEMENT. 

Dr. Kohn, Chief Rabbi of Buda-Pesth, has given it as his opinion that 
political Zionism is dangerous. For social Zionism only, he says, there is 
ustification, because it will secure not a State but a home, worthy of human 
nee for homeless Jews such as the Jews expelled from Russia. Baron de 
Hirsch’s attempts were made under unfavourable circumstances. The resump- 
tion of efforts to settle Jews in Palestine can do no harm ; on the contrary, they 
may in time have important results. But the colonists must be peaceful subjects 
of the Sultan, not founders of a State. To this object the rich Jews, who have 
been so grossly abused by Nordau, will also contribute. A portion of Baron de 
Hirsch’s wealth will also fall to Palestine colonisation, In England there are 
likewise Christians who are favourably disposed to Zionism, for there the Old 
Testament is still a power so that people are desirous to see the realisation of 

the Bible prophecies.

THE POPE AND THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


The Italie says that after the Congress at Basle, his Holiness held it to be 
his duty, as the head of Catholicism, to take all measures to avoid the re- 
constitution of the Jewish nation at Jerusalem. His Holiness will therefore 
shortly send an envoy from the Vatican to Constantinople, who is charged 
with an autograph letter to the Sultan, in which the Holy Father will earnestly 
urge on the Sultan the undesirability of ceding Palestine to the Jews—this on 
the ground that they would be proud to be able to disprove, even for a few 
years, the prophecy according to which they were to be for ever dispersed 
over the world and incapable of forming a united nation.” 


AN INTERVIEW WITH DR. HERZL. . 

The Vienna correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette writes under date of 
Monday: A report, circulated by the Turin Stampa, states that the Sultan has 
already given his consent to the colonisation of Palestine by the Jews. This 
report has fone the round of the whole Continental Press, and caused some 
sensation. It is notable that in this alleged inspired communication the expres- 
sion “ Colonisation” is used, which, in view of the national aims of the Zionist 
Jews, would, if the statement were true, rob it of any real significance. I have, 
however, every reason to believe from inquiries [ have made that no such 
official communication has been received from the Sublime Porte. On the other 
hand, the Stampa adds that the subject has already been discussed in the Vatican, 
and mye the Pope is drawing up a protest against the scheme to be addressed to 

e Powers, 

In a conversation which I had to-day with Dr. Herzl that gentleman said : 
“IT have noticed reports to that effect in the French, Austrian, and Italian 
papers, but have no official communication on the subject. I have requested 
my agents in Rome, however, to make close enquiries, and still await their 
answer. Personally I am inclined to believe these reports as to the Papal 
action; but admitting the possibility of his Holiness being against our 
acquisition of Palestine, it need not necessarily be assumed that the last word 
has been said,” | 

“Then you consider that it is a canard?” 

_ “That is most likely the case, and a canard which has been started by anti- 
Zionists in the hope of discrediting the movement. The Pope is a man of 
exceptional intellectual ability, and noted for his breadth of views, and I could 
only account for such an attitude on his part by assuming that he is badly 
informed with regard to the intentions of the Jews.” 

,,, Doubtless it is the question of the holy shrine that is moving the Pope?” 

Admitted; but the Christian world has little to fear on that score. The 
Jews have never had the intention of acquiring the holy shrines ; such a step 
would lead to endless complication and trouble.

Israelites from “pee of the world have met in assembly in the city of Basle 
at the call of Dr. Herzl and others, ostensibly to discuss what he and they call 
the Jewish Question, but the thought in their mind scarcely concealed, and the 
hope harboured in many hearts passionately expressed, was that the Congress 
would devise means to bring about speedily the restoration of the Jewish people 
to the home of their fathers, and their re-establishment there as a self-governi 
independent state. It should not occasion surprise that this hope was no 
realised. The Congress met, talked, and separated, but national re-establish- 
ment in Palestine was scarcely introduced, was only named to be vigorously 
combatted, denounced, eo ag pte The section of our people most con- 
cerned, delegates from Russia, the dwelling-place of more than half the Jewish 
people in all the world, and delegates from Palestine, the seat of the hoped-for 
re-establishment, implored that the subject should be avoided. It was Israel’s 
ea ange complaint to Moses repeated, “ Would you place a sword in their hand 

slay us?” Bad as is the condition of our people in Russia, our brethren there 
feel that it would be made worse if it were thought they were planning to free 
themselves from the yoke. Palestine is not now an ideal home for the thousands 
of Jews who huddle in its sacred cities. in poverty and beggary, but if it were 
made into an Armenia, they know there might be other Armenian atrocities of 
which they would be the victims. The time for Restoration is not now ; the 
land is not ready for us; we are not ready for the land. 

The Congress was altogether abortive as far as its real purpose was con- 
cerned. Yet none need regret that it was held. It isa he fact full of promise 
that Jews have met together from all parts of the world. They will meetagain 
and again to discuss practical not theoretical questions, to aim at possible, not 
impossible objects. 

Meanwhile, let us for ourselves consider the subject of Israel’s future. We 
are not all agreed as to our belief and as to our hope. There are two great 
schools of thought as to the subject, One reads in the prophecies of restora- 
tion poetical descriptions of the development of Judaism. To _ this 
class, return to Jerusalem is but a figurative expression, and means 
the wide-spread recognition of Israel as the God-appointed teachers of mankind. 
The other class reads the prophecies in their literality. To that class the return 
to Jerusalem means an actual re-settlement in Palestine, But even to this 
class the former condition is an essential element and tal aesheaon of the 
latter. Remember the prophets are very explicit as to the manner of the 
restoration. Return to Palestine is not to be the result of a purchase, nor the 
outcome of gradual colonisation, but the nations with one accord are to unite 
and invite and help Israel to return to the land of their fathers. Before the 
nations shall band together to lead Israel to her home—and that is Isaiah’s pro- 
mise—‘ They shall bring thy sons in tbeir arms and thy daughters shall be 
carried upon their shoulders.” “And the sons of strangers shall build thy 
walls, and their kings shall minister unto thee.” Before nations shall take this 
loving interest in Israel, their conception of Jews and Judaism must change. 
They must look on Judaism not as a gloomy superstition, not as a routine of 
mechanical, useless, soul-less formulw, but as a sublime religion inculcating 
devotion to God and justice and charity to man. They must regard the 
descendants of the Patriarch, not as obstinate deniers of the truth, wilfully 
closing their eyes to the “light,” but as the recipients of Divine revelation, its 
guardians jealously protecting it fromevery corruption. They must look on Israel 
not as the Pariahs of civilisation, outcasts, fugitives, outlaws, but as the 
aristocracy of the world, its priests and teachers. Well brethren! has that 
time come yet? Look at Russia, Roumania, Morocco, and Persia, where every 
brutal soldier, or scoundrel police officer regards a Jew as a dog, to be cursed 


or kicked. Look at Austria, Germany, and even France, where anti-Semitism is 


made a political war cry. Look even at our own country and at countries like 

it, where good people subscribe thair hundreds of thousands of pounds annually 

to win us over to what they think a better faith. Was I not right in say- 

ing, the land is not ready for us; the nations are not prepared to lead us 

back to the home of our fathers. It is mockery to speak as they do in 
the fourth paragraph of the gs, ago of the Congress, about “seeking the 
sanction of the Governments to the carrying out of the objects of Zionism.” 
Why, there is.no Government in the world that would at the present day raise 
a finger, or write a line for the attainment of these objects. 

Equally true is my other statement, We are not ready for the land. 
Imagine for a moment that the nations were prepared to restore us to Palestine 
and to place us there free, more-protected, mutually agreeing to respect our 
territory. Imagine a proclamation going forth like that published by Cyrus : 
“ Who is there among you of all his people (his God be with him) who will go 
up to Jerusalem, in Judea, and build the house of the Lord God of Israel ?” 
(Ezra i. 3). Imagine the proclamation to be made, who would hail it and respond 
to it? You, my friend, who rey established here, send your travellers north 
and south and east and west to sell your goods and collect your accounts—would 
you.wind up your affairs and invest in an estate in Palestine? Or you, my 
friend, who, with years of toil, have built up a business, who are now enjoying 
the fruits of former labours, to whose shop come customers who are almost 
friends, would you put up the shutters and start for Palestine to sow field and 
plant vineyard? You, manufacturer, who make for the world, you, merchant, 
who trade with distant countries, America, the Cape, Australia, New Zealand, 
how would Palestine suit you? Would you transfer thither factory or office? 
Who would be ready to obey the call? A few enthusiasts and a host of men- 
dicants. Of the majority of us, the workers, the manhood of the people of 
Israel, it is but truth to say, We are not ready for the Land. — ; 

To all real lovers of Zion, to all who hope for the realisation of the glorious 
promises of the prophets, whether they understand them literally or figuratively, 
to all who look forward with hope to the coming of the Messianic age, the path

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Home for Jewish Incurables—A Unique Procession. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


On Sunday afternoon a procession passed through a portion of the city of 
London and the eastern division of the metropolis, the like of which had not 
been seen in the district before. Attention has been drawn in the articles on 
“ Jewish Labour Movements” to the prosperous condition of the be Lancoppe-p: 
and Spitalfields Costermongers Union, and recently at one of the meetings of this 
body a member, Mr. Vanderhont, thought that the best way in which to com- 
memorate this prosperity would be by trying to do some good for others. 
Accordingly he suggested that a demonstration and open air collection should be ' 
organised on behalf of the Home for Jewish Incurables. The idea was approved 
of by the general body of members, and costers would not be costers if they 
were not practical men, so steps were at once taken to make the demonstration 
a thorough success. The first muster took place at 1 o’clock on Sunday after- 
noon at St. James’ Place, Aldgate (better known as Duke’s Place), the first 
banner to come on the scene being the International Tailors’, Pressers and 
Machinists’ Union, followed by the Whitechapel Costermongers Union, the 
‘International Bakers’ Union, the Isle of Dogs Progressive Club, the London 
United Cap Makers Society, the Municipal Employees Union, Shoreditch and 
Whitechapel Branches, the Gas Workers Union, the Hoxton Costermongers, and 
the Covent Garden porters. The Gas Workers Union brought along two bands 
which did excellent service, though for some reason the band of the Jewish 
Orpban Asylum, Norwood, did not put in an appearance as advertised. 
This East End contingent was marshalled by Messrs. Moss Phillips, J. B. Lyons, 
and Ben Davis of the Whitechapel Costermongers Union, and about 2 o'clock 
left Duke’s Place for a preliminary tour in the East End prior to meeting the 
West End Unions. 

On the journey there was; of course, the usual crowd of sightseers who 
always flock to the doors and windows on the approach of a band, but on the 
route covered by this procession a great number of the residents were Jews, 
who rubbed their eyes with astonishment when they discovered that a street 
collection was being organised for a J ewish institution. Others who failed to 
notice the front white banner averred that it was a Church of England proces- 
sion, while I heard one man declare “Oh, yes, don’t you know the Catholics are 
keeping up the feast of St. Augustine.” At 3 o’clock the Eastern and Western 
divisions met in Quaker Street, Spitalfields ; the latter portion was composed of 
another division of the Covent Garden Porters, the St. Luke’s Costermongers 
_ (three banners), Hoxton Street Traders, the Holborn Costermongers, the St. 

Clements Danes Vendors, and the St.. Luke’s Sick and Burial Society. The 
rocession also now received the addition of two bands and some trophy cars. 
‘he Hampstead Road costers sent a car bearing flowers end fruit, while another 

car represented a hospital cot, with patient, nurse, doctor and medicine all com- 

plete, the “Grace Darling” boat, and a “ Laundry” car. Messrs, EK. Barnett and 

Co. of Middlesex Street kindly lent one of their largest carts which was most 
useful. A start was again made, and the procession wended its way first down 
“the Lane” and then round the Commercial Road side streets through Mile 

End, Globe Road, and Cambridge Heath to Whitechapel and Houndsditch, 

where about 6.30 the now tired out processionists, not all however, for the money 

had to be counted, the various delegates therefore assembled in the club room 

of the Union at the “ King’s Arms,” Houndsditch, where they were joined by 

Mr. L..
